VON TIRPITZ URGES 


Apostle of Ruthlessness Says 
Ameri a and Britain Can 


Be Coerced. 


Amsterdam, December 16.—The Ger- 
man newspapers contain lengthy ae 
counts of the speech of Grand Admiral 
von Tirpitz before the Hamburg branch 
of the fatherland party, in which the 
admiral said: 

“Up to the present in this war Great 
Britain has won, rather than lost. Peace 
based on the status quo ante or on re- 
nunciatiom thefefore, is out of the ques- 
tion for Germany.” 

With reference to the rumor that 
Germany would give up Zeebrugge and 
Ostend if the British evacuated Calais, 
von Tirpitz said: 

The evacuation of Calais would 
never be equivalent to the loss of such 
first-class security. Moreover, the chan- 
nel tunnel will become a fact after the 
war. For real security we should have, 
besides Flanders and Antwerp, Calais 
and Boulogne. The rumor in question 
is a screen behind which the question 
of Fianders might be permitted to dis- 
appear. 

“The pretext that we cannot coerce 
Great Britain and America falls to the 
ground when we consider the growing 
scarcity of the cargo space of our ruth- 
less arch-enemy. The time for final de- 
cision will come when real distress be- 
gins to take the place of merely threat- 
ening distress. That time will come. It 
is only a question of our keeping cool.“

JOHN D. WING DIES 
ON SUNDAY EVENING 


Prominent Business Man 
and Church Worker Strick- 
en With Apoplexy at Fur- 
niture Store Saturday. 


| John D. Wing, for many years one of 
Atlanta’s best known business men 
and a prominent Mason and church 
worker, was stricken with apoplexy 
Saturday afternoon at a downtown fur- 
niture store and died Sunday night at 
7 o'clock without regaining conscious- 
ness, at Davis-Fischer sanitarium. 

[Mr. Wing, who was 68 years old, 
was born in Roswell, Cobb county, Ga., 
where he spent his boyhood days. In 
1870 he came to Atlanta and engaged 
in business. Later he became a mem- 
ber of the firm of Burroughs & Wing, 
wholesale dealers in tobacco. During 
the ‘80's this firm removed their busi- 
ness to Richmond, Va., where Mr. Wing 
continued as‘a member for two years 
and then withdrew. 

Returning to Atlanta he became con- 
nected with Frank E. Block company, 
of which he was business manager for 
many years, afterwards becoming head 
of the John D. Wing Manufacturing 
company, which position he occupied 
at the time of his death. His resi- 
dence was in the Fairmount apart- 
ments at West Peachtree street and 
Peachtree place. 

Mr. Wing was a brother of Bartow 
Wing, owner of historic Bulloch hall, 
in Roswell, Ga., where ex-President 
Roosevelt's mother was married. This 
brother was recently killed in an auto- 
mobile aceident near Marietta. 


Mr. Wing was an officer in the Ma- 
sons’ Annuity and for nearly a quar- 


ter of a century had been a member 
of the First Baptist church.

Six Wounded at Bridgeport, 
Conn.—105 Persons Under

Bridgeport, Conn., December 16.—A 
three-hour battle with riot guns and 
revolvers between the police and fre- 
quenters of a negro club on Water 
street took place here early today and 
resulted in the wounding of one‘ po- 
liceman, two white citizens and three 
negroes.

The proprietor of the club, 
William (“Baby Doll’) Thomas and 
105 other persons are under arrest, in- 
cluding twelve white men and twelve 
white women. The rest are negro men 
and women.

Ottawa, December 16.— With selec- 
tive conscription as the great issue, 
the voters of Canada will decide to- 
morrow whether the new union gov- 
ernment of Sir Robert Borden shall 
remain in office or whether Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier, the vetean leader of the lib- 
eral opposition, shall be restored to 


power. The campaign which has just 
ended is considered the most impor- 
tant as well as the most bitterly con- 
tested in the history of the dominion. 

There are approximately 2,000,000 
electors, of whom about 250,000 are 
soldiers overseas. The military vote 
already has been cast in camps and 
trenches in almost every — of 
the world. 

Prime Minister Borden and his sup- 
porters are standing squarely on the 
conscription issue and apparently have

London, December 16.—While the 
Russians were continuing to make 
progress in the ratification of an ar- 
mistice arrangement with the Ger- 
mans, the entente governments appar- 
ently were approaching an agreement 
for more sympathetic dealings with 
the Bolsheviki government. e 
adoption of a more tolerant attitude 
toward Russia is said to have been 
urged by the American delegates to 
the recent Paris conference and this 
viewpoint now apparently. has been 
adopted by all the members of the en- 
tente. amg oem Weekly Dis- 
atch says today: 

“The belief here is that the Bolshe- 
viki government is likely to remain in 
power for a long time. The principal 
aim of the entente henceforth will be 
to try to assist in every effort to bring 
Russia relief from an economic col- 
lapse.”’

In many cases com- 
panies have been reduced to the 
strength of twenty-five to thirty men 
by gradual departures of soldiers who 
demobilized themselves. 

The railway situation; notwithstand- 
ing the brave front of the trades 
unions, is ‘ precarious everywhere. 
Many strikes are threatened, owing to 
the non-arrival of funds for the pay- 
ment of wages. 

The serious fuel question in Petro- 
grad now has been complicated by 
strikes of employees in the fuel de- 
partment, who refuse to work under 
the Bolsheviki commissaries. A simi- 
lar cause has been responsible for a 
strike of the employees in the Petro- 
grad city hall, who quit work on the 
appearance of the new Bolsheviki may- 
or, who formerly was a day laborer. 

The Russian church, was was one of 
the most powerful institutions under 
the old regime, now has received at- 
tention at the hands of the Bolsheviki, 
which has directed the confiscation of 
all church property, lands, moneys, 
gold, silver and precious stonesand the 
abolition of all privileges from the 
clergy.

Moslems Hate Germany. 


Bos ton, December 16.— Dr. James L. 
Barton, secretary of the American 
board of commissioners for foreign 
missions, today made public a letter 
which he wrote to Senator Lodge, se- 
nior member of the foreign relations 
committee, on the occasion of the sen- 
ators recent speech in favor of a dec- 
laration of war on Turkey and Bul- 
garia. Speaking with the authority of 
many years’ residence in Turkey and 
of familiarity with the situation 
gained from administrative respbnsi- 
bility for many American institutions 
in that country, extending over twen- 
ty-five years, Dr. Barton set forth 
eight reasons against such action by 
the United States. 


Stating that the senator’s character- 
ization of the Turk and the atrocities 
e has committed were “none too 
strong,” Dr. Barton said that after 
long conversations with scores of re- 
sponsible Americans who bave returned 
from Turkey since diplomatic relations 
were broken off, he had “been inevi- 
tably led to the following conclusions: 

That both Bulgaria and Turkey are 
under the military rule and domina- 
tion of the Germans, without power of 
throwing off that rule. In Turkey, 
for instance, the minister of war, En- 
ver Pasha, is thought to be now and to 
have been for years an agent of Ber- 
lin. It was through him that Turkey 
was involved in the war without a 
vote of the cabinet and without the ap- 
proval and knowledge of the grand vi- 
zier or even the — yer himself.

„1. That the crews shall be df the 
best type of American citizens availa- 
ble, who are experienced in the work 
of maintenance and operation of vessels 
of this service. 

“2 That the tenure of services of 
such employes shall be of such dura- 
tion that they cannot be terminated 
at the will of the employees: 

“8. That all members of the crew 
shall be subject to military. discipline, 
thus enabling a prompt and strict com- 
pliance with such orders as may be 


ven. 

“No plan other than an enlisted serv- 
ice can possibly be suggested under 
which crews of vessels of the army 
transport service, the mine planters and 
the harbor boats can be controlled, with 
fixed rates of pay in different grades, 
and it is urgently recommended that 
in view of the unusual conditions now 
existing that a law be enacted along 
the lines heretofore proposed for the 
commissioning, warranting and enlist- 
ing of the crews of the entire service.’ 

The report includes details of the war 
transport service, and publishes the 
names of chartered or commandeered 
vessels in the transport service on June 
30. Under the voluntary . censorship 
rules, the press is forbidden to carry 
the names of these vessels. It 8 
shown that at a conference bet n 
war department, shipping board and 
steamship officials, charter rates were 
fixed at $12 per registered gross ton per 
month for passenger craft taken over 
and $10 for freight ships. 

The first recommendation for enlisted 
crews for army vessels was made by a 
board of officers in 1916. It was de- 
clared then to. be a necessity to enlist 
the crews toobtain a dependable serv- 
ice, both in peace and war.

Lively Debate Expected on 
the. Amendment With a 
| Great Demonstration by 
| Advocates of “Dry” Nation. 


Washington, December 16.—With an 
unusual record” for business accom- 
plished at a pre-holiday session al- 
ready made, congress turns tomorrow 
to a clean up of domestic legislation 
before the Christmas holidays, after 
which it proposes to devote itself ex- 
clusively to war problems. Adjourn- 
ment next Tuesday until Thursday, 


January 3—a holiday recess somewhat 
longer than usual—is-planned under a 
house resolution which comes tomor- 
row before the senate. 

Since the session began a fortnight 
ago congress has declared war against 
Austria-Hungary, extended the presi- 
dent’s $100,000,000 war emergency 
fund, made progress on natural re- 
source legislation recommended by the 
president, passed the $333,000,000 pos-- 
office appropriation’ bill through the 
house and launched several important 
investigations, including those into the 
army and navy war preparations and 
the sugar and fuel shortage. 

To be squeezed into the two days be- 
fore the recess is much other impor- 
tant legislation, and during the re- 
cess committees will proceéd with in- 
véstigations and drafting of appro- 
priation bills to follow in the new 
year. 


Natien-Wide Prohibition. 


Chief in interest now is the nation- 
wide prohibition question to be voted 
on by the house tomorrow afternoon 
at 5 o’clock. Prohibition advocates are 
confident of considerably more than 
a two-thirds majority, necessary for 
approval of the resolution for submis- 
Ision to the states of a national prohi- 
dition amendment to the constitution. 
The resolution was adopted August 1 
last by the senate by a vote of 65 to 20. 
Action by the states—three-fourths cf 
which must approve before the amend- 
ment becomes effective—is -equired in 
seven years by the house resolution 
7 — six years under the senate resoiu- 

on. 

If the house acts tomorrow the dif- 
ference must be adjusted in conference 
and the conference report adopted by 
both bodies before the resolution is 
submitted to the states. Lively de- 
bate is expected in the house with a 
demonstration by the prohibition forces 
which have fought for years to get ac- 
tion from congress. 

Disposal before the recess of the pro- 
posed woman suffrage amendment to 
the constitution now is regarded es in- 
possible.

No one can read the Bible in a 
thonghtful, way without being im- 
pressed with the fact that it makes 
much of manhood and holds it up as 
something that should be sought after 
with diligence and perseverance.

The book of Genesis contains sixty 
chapters and covers 2,300 years of hu- 
man history, and yet one-half of it is 
devoted to telling us about the colossal 
manhood of Abraham and a third to 
that of Joseph. 

The story of creation is dismissed in 
400 words, but a great deal more space 
is given to the story of Caleb's rugged 
manhood. 

It shows that God thinks the making 
of a man more important than the 
making of a world. A whole book is 
decupied with the story of Job, and an- 
other with that of Daniel. Hundreds 
of others are passed up as unfit in the 
same way that a r passes up à 
pay car or a hymming bird flits by a 
swill barrel. 3

perfect!”

FIGHTING COTTON. 


The grain growers of the west are re- 
ported to be “complaining bitterly" te the 
food administration that “while the govern- 


mitted cotton and many other farm products 
even to run wild.” 

In a recent issue The New York Tribune 
published a letter from W. A. Dickey, 4 
woolen manufacturer of Baltimore, Md., in 
which the correspondent patently attempts 
to employ the prevailing high price of cotton 
as a means for reviving the long dead sec 
tional issue, 

„How is it,” asked Mr. Dieke 


„that the republican newspapers have 
taken no notice of the fact that the 
present demoeratic administration is 
regulating the price of everything of 
importance except cotton, which is alto- 
gether raised in the southern states?“ 


As a matter of fact, if any advantage has 
accrued to American producers throygh the 
prevailing market conditions it has been 
decidedly in favor of the producers of wheat 
and other staple commodities profluced in 
the west, north and east, and by no manner 
of means in favor of the producers of the 
great southern staple. And any man seek 
ing to warp existing war conditions into 
political capital, and to array again one 
section of the country against another sec- 
tion at a time like this, when the very life 
of the entire nation hangs by the thread 
of unity and co-operation, is engaged in a 
mighty small business, 

If there were any basis for such “com- 
plaints" it would be a different matter; but 
there is not. 

In reply to the Dickey letter, Richard H. 
Edmonds, editor ef The Manufacturers“ 
Record, Baltimore, writes a letter to The 
New York Tribune, in which he submits 
argumentative and statistical proof com- 
pletely annihilating Mr. Dickey’s contention. 
But The Tribune failed to publish this let- 
ter, and after waiting for a reasonable length 
of time Mr. Edmonds publishes it in his own 
journal. 

In it Mr. Edmonds shows that the per 
centage of increase of the price of wheat in 
the fall of 1917 over 1913 prices has been 
157, while that on cotton has been but 75. 
The increase in corn prices during that 
period was 132; barley, 100; rye, 162; buck- 
wheat, 108; flaxseed, 152; Irish potatoes, 65; 
hogs, 104; sheep, 137; wool, 243. All of 
which are staple products of the north and 
west, and, though most of them are grown 
in the south, none of them are exported in 
great quantities from this section. 

Of southern staple products, sweet po- 
tatoes increased during that time only 38 
ner cent; peanuts, 35; cotton seed, 173; cot- 
ton seed meal, 54; peaches, only 5 per cent! 

A comparison of those quotations should 
be enough to knock the pegs from under the 
bogus argument of Mr. Dickey and the others 
who are trying to play politics with the 
situation. Mr. Edmonds makes the point 


that 


“As the increase in the price of wheat, 
corn and many other things during the 
last four years has been at least twice as 
much, and in some cases even more, than 
the inerease in eotton, Mr. Dieker's point 
loses all of its force and indicates the 
narrow view which many people take of 
broad economie questions. Cotton at 
present prices is not nearly as high rela- 
tively as corn and wool, nor it is any 
higher relatively than wheat. Consider- 
ing the increased cost of cotton produc- 
tion by reason of higher wages, the 
higher cost of fertilizers, and the higher 
cost of everything which enters into cot- 
ton production, the prices now prevail- 
ing are not as high as they should be 
compared with the general range of 
higher prices of food and, manufactured 
products,” 


He goes on further to say that— 


‘In view of the fact that cotton is ab- 
solutely essential to the life of the na- 
tion, and that without cotton we eould 
not carry en/the war, and that without 
cotton in times past this nation would 
have been bankrupted by its inability to 
maintain a balance of trade in its favor, 
the malignity of some men who should 
know better, and of others who take that 
view from ignorance, in denunciation of 
every advance made in cotton, is an il- 
lustration of the fact that there still 
lives in this country a bitter sectional 
hatred to the south and all that the 
south represents. 

“Today the south is the only part of 
the nation in which there is any increase 
in hog raising, at a time when the na- 
tion and our allies supremely need 
meats. 

“And so on down the line, one thing 
after another, it could be pointed out that 
this country is wholly dependent upon 
the south for the things which enable it 
to carry on the war, and thus to save its 

national existence. But here and there, 

merely because ef hestility to some petty 
political demagogue who rises in the 
south, or beeause of sectional bitterness 
which they have never learned to be broad 
enough te overceme, men are found de- 
nouncing the south and seeking to ar- 
ray hostility to that section. They en- 
deavor to take it out on cotton and the 
cotton grower, ignoring the fact that the 
south could grow rich without raising a 
bale of cotton, while the nation would 
perish fer clothes if the south did not 
supply the raw material. 

„The production of cotton in the south 
has been, on the whole, a curse to that 
section. For the last fifty years it has 
never been sold at a price sufficiently 
high to yield a fair marwin of profit te. 
the growers, and this section has been 
draining its vitality to enrich othes gec- 
tions with its cotton.” 


What Mr. Edmongs says is true, every 
werd of it, And the “complaint” which called 
forth his able reply is but a petty effort to 
inject sectional bitterness into a situation 
which neither warrants nor excuses suel)

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Washington, December i16.—The mest 
comprehensive inventory of food resources 
in the United States ever made—the war 
emergency food survey, previded by con- 
grese—will be started within the next few 
days, when the first batch of the more than 
three-quarters of a million schedules et 
questionnaires to be sent out will be placed 
in the mails. The bureau of markets has 
been commissioned by the secretary of ag- 
riculture to carry out the big stock-taking 
enterprise with the co-operation of other 
branches of the department. This survey 
will touch every dealer in feod and food 
materials, every food manufacturer and ey- 
ery holder of substantial quantities of foods 
in the country except the family, requiring 
them to report stocks which they have on 
hand December 31, 1917. <A separate sched- 
ule will be sent to a representative num- 
ber of specially selected homes threughout 
the country and upon returms from these an 
estimate will be made fer all homes. 

The approaching survey follows a pre- 
liminary inventory for a limited number of 
food items made August 31 last, results 
ef which have been nearly all tabulated. 

The aim of the major survey te be begun 
shortly is to give the government, producers, 
dealers and consumers exact information 
of the quantities of the various important 
food materials on hand. It is only with 
trustworthy figures of existing food stocks 
as a basis, as was pointed out when con- 
@reas provided for the survey, that safe plans 
ean be made for conserving and distributing 
foods already en hand, and fer producing 
the foods needed next season, 

Questionnaires to Be Used. 

The survey will be made by means of 
schedules or questionnaires containing ques- 
tions and blanks for answers in regard to 86 
itema, covering more than a hundred dif- 
ferent foods, These items are divided into 
ten general groups: Grains and seeds, grain 
food products, meat and meat products, fish, 
animal and vegetable fats, dairy and related 
products, canned goods, fresh fruits and 
vegetables, dried fruits, nuts and peanuts, 
and sugar, starches, etc. Answers are te 
show the quantities of each item on hand 
and an estimate of quantities, if any, in 
transit outward by freight or express, on 
December 81, 1917, and the quantities that 
were on hand December 31, 1916. The re- 
turns also will show the nature, organiza- 
tion and size of the business of each dealer. 
They must be signed by the owner or an au- 
thorised official. 

Schedules will be sent to all dealera in 
feod materials, all manufacturers of food 
products, and all holders ef such commodi- 
ties in lots substantially greater than fam- 
ily supplies. Reports, therefore, will be ex- 
peeted from wholesale and retail grocers, 
bakers, eonfectioners and all other dealers 
in commodities containing food materials; 
from warehousemen and cold storage con- 
gree: from commissaries of institutions and 
ommercial and industrial establishments; 
from exporters, from manufacturers employ- 
ing any food products in their operations, 
and from representatives of foreign govern- 
ments who buy supplies in this country. The 
government desires reports even from son- 
cerns using foedstuffs as ingredients in 
products not ordinarily considered food; 
from bottlers of soda water and similar 
beverages, and from chewing gum manufac- 
turers, for example, because of the sugar em- 
ployed. 

Penalties for Failure te Report. 

Altogether, more than three-quarters of 
a million schedules will be distributed. Mail- 
ing lists have been prepared to cover the

WAR AND PARLIAMENTS.

ended alfa congress last out the war? 
Or will the American constitution have to 
be revised and a pew system of government 
be established? 

These questions are being asked by Brit- 
ish and continental students ef government, 
many of whom are more conversant with 
tlle American system than the average 
American is. They alse have two advan- 
tages: they are not prejudiced either in favor 
ef or against our system of congressional 
government, and they have the experience 
of Europe to go by. 

The reason for these questions is that 
parliamentary government, which corre- 
sponds closely to cengreasional government, 
has proved something of a failure in Burope 
and the only thing which has kept it from 
failing desperately apart ig exactly the one 
thing which the American system does not 
possess. The prophetic minds which are cau- 
tious say that the American congress will 
remain, but that it will have to be strength- 
ened in one respect—namely, in: admitting 
the cabinet as officers of government, re- 
sponsible to congress instead of to the presi- 
dent alone. 

Observers who are not blinded by the 
mere look of things realize that parliament 
hardly exists in Ungland, “the mother of 
parliaments.” The French system is under- 
ecing a thorough shaking wp, and the au- 
tumn session of the chamber of deputies may 
be expected to institute wide reforms. The 
German system, never really parliamentary 
is suffering. Russia ia looking for a new 
model; which of these broken reeds will it 
cheese te lean upon? 

In England the process which began 
when Mr, Asquith farmed the coalition cabi- 
net has been continued under Mr. Lieyd- 
George, who introduced most revolutionary 
forms, so that now tt is difficult te see how 
the house of commons governs at all. ft 
ia true that the heuse can force the prime 
minister out or can refuse to vote eredits 
until he obeys it. But neither of these is 
likely to happen in wartime, so long as the 
eountry seems to be supporting the prime 
minister. Mr. Lileyd-George has withdrawn 
himself from the house, leaving the defense 
of his poliey and the answering of questions 
to Mr. Bonar Law. He has taken the control 
of the war into a smal] body, a sort of inner 
council, ecompesing the war cabinet and the 
twenty and more other members of what 
used to be the cabinet. are in reality only 
heads of departments. 

Inner Cabinet Deeides Matters. 

Instead of large meetings of the cabinet 
in which matters of policy were diseussed and 
the inevitable clashes between departments 
were worked over and smoothed over, the 
inner cabinet now decides and tries to avoid 
disputes. In the meantime the house, which 
used to assume the high role of dictator of 
policy, is left out in the cold, A member of 
the cabinet who is not a member of the war 
cabinet may defend his measures in the 
house, and frequently does so; but he lacks 
the complete authority and the complete re- 
sponsibility which the house demands. 

In Engiand as in the United States the 


| party system used to be predominant, Since 


the formation of the Lioyd-George cabinet 
party lines have become vague and confused. 
Mr. George himself used to be a liberal, and 
he has liberal, conservative and labor repre- 
sentatives in his war cabinet. But the time 
has passed when one party could grow to 
the strength required to overthrow the min- 
istry and compel the formation of a new ona. 
Coulitions and the formation of new groups 
are both more in the order of the day. Just 
at this time it is generally acknowledged 
that the Lioyd-George government remains 
in power because Mr. Asquith is either too 
much of a patriot or too clever a politician 
to use his power for another immediate and 
dramatic reversal of fortunes. 

Hew the Matter Is Handled in France. 

In France the situation is different, owing 
to the existence of a large number of par- 
ties, each of which must be conciliated in 
order to make the government hold. Criticism 
of the cabinet is very severe for its failure te 
carry on its administrative duties, and of the 
chamber for its corresponding failure to ex- 
ert control over the executive. In fact, the 
chief item of control has been in regard to

With these examples, EHurepean observers 
make the following comment on congress: 
“So long as the president holds the confi- 
dunce of the people it will be very hard tor 
congress to asert any great degree ef con- 
trol over the executive, But it the president 
should falter, or if the war should go on long 
enough for people not to resent eritieism. con- 
gress will have a chance to make its pressure 
folt. The unfortunate thing is that congress 
has no one te fly out against except the 
president himself, The president is responai- 
ble for every branch of the government; he 
can be held to account if the man-power of 
the nation is short or if the number of waol 
biankets supplied to the training eamp in 
Florida is excessive. If congress wants to 
be nasty or if it sincerely wants to criticise, 
it must direet itself against the president. 
Whereas in the cabinet system, the president 
would be repsonsible only for policy and for 
the larger matters of execution. The small 
administrative details would be worked on 
the responsibility of the different cabinet 
ministers. And congress, when it felt the 
time was ripe for criticism, might demand 
the head of the secretary of war or for in- 
ternal affairs without ¢jsturbing the position 

of the president himself.

Tomorrow will be Georgia's special 
fete day, the birthday of that states 
most famous and distinguished citizen, 
Tyrus Raymond Cobb. Ty will start 
his thirty-second annum on this oblate 
spheroid tomorrow.

FRANK A. GOTCH DIES 
UF URAEMIC POISONING 


The Retired Champion Heavy- 
Weight Wrestler Ill for 
Two Years. 


Des Moines, Iowa, December 16.— 
Frank <A. Gotch, retired champion 
heavyweight wrestler of the world, died 
at noon today at his home, Humboldt, 
Iowa, of uraemic poisoning. He had 
been in failing health for two years. 

Gotch was 41 years old. The record 


books, detailing the events of his life 
give his age as 39 years, but these are 
inaccurate. He was born on April 27 
1876, on a farm three miles south of 
Humboldt. 

He is survived by his widow; a 4-year- 
old son, Robert Gotch: a brother, Fred 
Gotch; a sister and his mother. 

His wife and son were at hte bedside 
when death came. It is said that the 
famous athlete was conscious almost 
up to the time of his death, despite the 
rumors during the past two months 
that he was irrational part of the time.

FIRST. IN TRADE,

government buying; industries, notably au- 
tomobile factories, are being converted to 
war lines, and the cold snap with snow has 
accelerated demand for heavy-weight cloth- 
ing, shoes and rubbers, but at the sa 

time the elements have added to already 
congested conditions, caused further paucity 
of fuel supplies and have resulted in the 
closing down of some industrial plants. 

However, the blanket of snow covering 
the winter wheat belt is of great potential 
benefit. While reports regarding ordinary 
civilian trade, as noted in these columns 
for months past, disclose varying degrees 
of repression, and though there are indi- 
cations that buying of holiday gifts is not 
uniformly active, a close survey of the situa- 
tion suggests that favorable news outweighs 
that of an adverse character. 

Buying of staple commodities at wholesale 
keeps up in a marked way, despite high 
prices, which fact seemingly clinches the 
belief that fears of short supplies of goods 
are prevalent; the inference in this respect 
being heightened by eager buying between 
jobbers at secondary markets. Needless to 
say, numerous brahches of trade, principally 
those that are deemed non-essential, exhibit 
marked effects either of economical buying, 
inordinately high prices for necessaries or 

the sweeping declines in quotations on 
the country’s leading stock exchanges. 

In consequence some reports tell of un- 
employment, which development makes 
striking contrast with the general as dis- 
tinguished from the isolated cases. Scarcity 
of staple textiles, high prices for 
stuffs as well as for fuel, and wide-spread 
plaints about congestion of railway facili- 
ties are restricting influences.

A Dangerous Policy. 
(From Leslie's.) 
„The danger of government by com- 
mission is not alone the putting of 
great authority in the hands of a few, 
but what is worse, allowing these few 
to administer as well as to make law.

structural steel. In November the fab- 
ricating shops booked orders for about 
130,000 tons of steel shapes, exclusive 
of the large tonnage distributed for 
ship construction. 

Almost daily orders are being placed 
by the government for war munitions 
as well as tools to manufacture ma- 
chine guns and projectiles. There is 
steady buying of iron and steel tubing, 
cold rolled strip steel and shafting. The 
output of machine guns, rifles and 
cartridges is being steadily increased.

The grumbling of 
the big guns, constantly growing loud- 
er, could be heard in Venice, where it 
sounded like thunder. 

Virtually all signs of life were left 
behind as the boat worked its way into 
the narrow channels. Even the cus- 
tomary animal life of any wilderness 


seemed to be lacking, except for a few 
ducks. Suddenly the pressboat almast 
collided with a grayish steel hulk. The 
vessel bearing a huge gun had suc- 
cessfully thrown sheils to the Piave 
river and many times had defeated the 
efforts of the Austrians to complete a 
pontoon bridge to the southern shore. 
More Monitors in Reserve. 

In case enemy airplanes were seen 
during the day the monitor was pre- 
pared to steam away at nightfall to 
some other spot. where the Austrian 
shells would be unable to reach it, but 
from which point it could continue its 
work of destruction. 

The monitor was only the first of a 
series. Others of lighter guns and 
lighter draft were lying in reserve 
ready at a moment’s notice to slip 
through the winding channels to some 
point nearer to the enemy, and from 
there to direct an unexpected fire on 
his positions. 

The armament of the monitors gen- 
erally decreased in size as the press- 
boat approached more closely to the 
front lines and similar the batteries 
which here and there began to make 
their appearance became lighter and 
lighter as the tortuous lagoons merged 
either in the Sile river or in the Sile 
canal far to the north of Venice. 

The artificial waterway runs almost 
due east and west from Porto Grandi 
to the ocean, while the new Piave, sev- 
eral miles to, the north, flows eastward 
to the sea.

today. Four of the convicted men sen- 
tenced to short terms were placed in 
the fort’s disciplinary barracks and the 
other thirty-eight were taken in motor 
trucks to the federal prison, where they 
will begin life sentences. The men were 
placed in receiving cells and will be 
“dressed in“ tomorrow morning.

EMPLOYMENT AGENCIES 
BROADEN ACTIVITIES 


Washington, December 16.—How ac- 
tivities of the 152 federal, state and 
municipal employment agencies in the 
United States have broadened since the 
United States entered the war is shown 
by figures compiled today by the bu- 
reau of labor statistics. 

Both employers and workers invoked 
the free services of the bureaus in 
greater numbers during October than 
in the same month last year, and 164,- 
772 positions were filled, compared with

GOAL OUTPUT REDUCED 
BY THE CAR SHORTAGE 


And Also by Bad Weather. 
Production. off 4,000,000 
Tons Last Week. 


Washington, December 16.—Loss of 
about four million tons in bituminous 
production during the past week was 
attributed in a statement tonight by 
the National Coal association to car 
shortage and congestion, augmented by 
unfavorable weather. 


Mines in Ohio particularly were re- 
ported handicapped iby lack of cars, the 
foss in production there amounting to 
some 200,000 tons in one district. In 
four days one district received 320 cars 
to haul a possible production of 1,158 
carloads. 

In the Pittsburg field a loss in pro- 
duction of about half a million tons 
Was reported and similar reports came 
from most of the other great producing 
fields. 

Car shortage continues as the chief 
factor checking a maximum produc- 
tion of coal, according to statistics 
made public today by the geologicai 
survey. Labor shortage and mine dis- 
ability are given, as other causes. Bi- 
tuminous mines, the tables show, are 
producing only about 75 per cent of 
what they are capable of putting out. 

Transportation, it is déclared, is im- 
proving slowly. 

“A general easing up in the short- 
age of cars was reported,” said a state- 
ment accompanying the statistics, 
“from Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, Pennsyl- 
vania and Kentucky. In West Virginia,

BY U. S. FOREIGN TRADE 


New York, December 16.—A new ob- 
ligation has been imposed upon, and 
anew opportunity offered the foreign 
trade enterprise of the United States 
through American participation in the 
war with Germany, according to James 
A. Farrell, chairman of the National 
Foreign Trade Council, who has issued 
a formal call for the fifth national for- 
eign conventionto meet in Cincinnati, 
February 7, for a three days’ program. 

The obligation, Mr. Farrell declared, 

is the American foreign trader’s duty 
to insure an uninterrupted and volu- 
minous flow of materials and manufac- 
tures to our allies and our neutral 
sources of supply and receive in return 
the products necessary to the life of 
the enterprise in which the trader may 
be engaged. 
More than ever the foreign trade of 
the nation serves a vital national pur- 
pose in maintaining the gold reserve 
and sustaining the huge bulk of na- 
tional credit upon which the necessi- 
ties of war are making such enormous 
demands,” said Mr. Farrell. 

“The part of foreign trade in win- 
ning the war,” will be the general 
theme of the convention.

Plan for Relieving Congestion 
in Freight Terminals Is 
Being Tested.

Washington, December 16.—The first 
section of the American army’s new ex- 
perimental truck transport service has 
been started from Detroit on its way to 


the Atlantic seaboard to test the army’s 
plan for relieving congestion of freight 


terminals by the overland use of motor 
trucks. 

In a statement tonight Quartermas- 
ter General Sharpe said if the plan 
proves successful it is estimated that 
the total relief to the railroads through 
the shipment to the coast under their 
own power of the 30,000 war trucks
